TORONTO, Oct. 5. — (AP) — 
President William Green opened 
the 62nd annual convention of 
the American Federation of 
Labor here today with the asser- 
tion that by the end of this year 
all the war production goals set 
by President Roosevelt will be 
exceeded by the workers of | 
America. 

The 600 delegates representing 
five and a half million trade union- 
ists in United States and Canada} 
also heard Canada’s minister of| 
labor, Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, 
warn that greater sacrifices are 
needed in both Canada and the} 
U.S. before victory will be achieved 
—‘if we wind up with our freedom | 
and our shirts we'll be lucky.” 


CONVENTION KEYNOTE 

President Green's speech empha- 
sized the “labor for victory” key- 
note of the convention and declared | 
that the “men on the production 
lines will win the war in that front} 
line of battle.” 

Premier Mitchell Hepburn of On- 
tario, in another address, assured 
the delegates that his government 
would introduce compulsory col- 
lective bargaining legislation” as 
soon as possible in the Ontario 
legislature.” 

The premier, the labor minister 
and the A.F.L. leader all empha- 
sized the part labor could play 
in maintaining world peace when 
the war is over.

Axis Puppets 
Seen Possible 


ANKARA, Turkey, Oct. 3.— 
(Delayed) — (AP) —Allied quar- 
ters received reports today that 
territorial differences between 
Rumania and Hungary over 
Transylvania had reached such 
a state that Rumanian officials in 
Bucharest were expecting war 
with their neighboring Axis satel- 
lite, 

Baron Manfred von Killinger, 
German Minister in Bucharest was 
said to have offered the services 
of his government early last month 
in mediating the dispute but Ru- 
manian officials were pictured as 
pessimistic over the outcome. In 
return for support of Rumania'’s 
position, these accounts said, Von 
Killinger increased to 300,000 the} 
number of Rumanian troops sought 
for the Russian front. 

Hungary and Rumania have been 
at loggerheads since Hitler dic- 
tated the transfer of a large slice 
of Transylvania from Rumania to) 
Hungary in 1940. 

Marshal lon Antonescu, the Ru- 
manian dictator who has been 
pressing his government’s claims 
for Transylvania, was reported to 
be sick and likely to have to re- 
sign soon.

MOSCOW, Oct. 5.—(AP)— 
The Germans poured a con- 
|stant stream of reserves into 
|Stalingrad along “the road of 
dead” today, swelling their 
forces in the area to more 
‘than 500,000, but they still 
had not achieved a break- 
through or material advance, 
Soviet. dispatches said. 

The mid-day Soviet com- 
munique said the Red Army it- 
self had improved its position 
northwest of the city, but that 
the Nazis in a determined drive 
upon a Stalingrad factory settle- 
ment forced the defenders to 
withdraw somewhat during the 
night. 

The government newspaper Prav- 
da said the German command loos- 
ed the assault in this sector after 
bringing up two more infantry 
divisions and one tank division, 
increasing its strength to 35 di- 
visions, 


FIERCE FIGHTING 

After bettering their position 
northwest of the city, Russian 
troops were reported engaged in 
battle with Germans clinging to a 
strongly-fortified hill. 

The ferocity of the fighting with- 
in the city was indicated in the re- 


coming restive over the prospects 
of a hard winter.

Daily Attacks 
Made on Kiska 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(AP) 
—The United States navy an- 
nounced today that army bombers 
operating from their new bases in 
the western Aleutian islands were 
making almost daily raids on the 
Japanese at Kiska, and that last 
Friday they shot down five enemy 
seaplanes. 

A communique said that Thurs- 
day and Friday a large number of 
hits with cemolition and incendi- 
ary bombs was scored on the 
enemy camp at Kiska and on the 
seaplane hangar there. Weather 
conditions have permitted fre- 
quent atéacks on Kiska, said the 
communique, and “the enemy has 
been under continual fire.” 

A photographic survey, the 
navy communique added, dis- 
closed that two cargo ships had 
been damaged by bombs in prev- 
ious attacks, and had been beach- 
ed by the Japanese.

“The enemy is “conducting 
fierce attacks in the direction of 
a factory settlement,” the mid- 
day communique said of the 
fighting in Stalingrad. 

“At the cost of heavy losses he 
succeeded in somewhat pressing 
back one of our units. On all otfer 
sectors the German attacks were 
repulsed by our troops.” 


ACTION IS CAUSASUS 


In the Caucasus, somewhere in 
the Mozdok region, the Germans at- 
tempted to fight their way through 
a mountain gorge, but retreated in 
the face of stubborn resistance, 
leaving 80 dead, it was reported. 

But the Germans obviously 
were throwing their main 
strength into the struggle for 
Stalingrad where the Russians 
were holding fast amid the smok- 
ing ruins for the 42nd day. 

Through the din of battle Stalin- 

grad’s factories continue to operate 
until forced to cease by the shelling 
or aerial bombardment, dispatches 
from the city said. When they are 
damaged so badly they can no long- 
er function normally, they are con- 
verted into repair shops to handle 
damaged tanks and guns, it was 
stated. 
Party leaders at the Stalingrad 
ont issued a proclamation declar- 
ng “the Fatherland demands that 
Stalingrad meet all tests no matter 
how difficult. 

“Stalingrad must hold, no matter 
what the cost.” 


Red Planes Raid 
Slovakian Capital 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—(CP)—Rus- 
sian planes last night bombed the 
city of Bratislava, capital of Slo- 
vakia, the Nazi-controlled Vichy 
radio reported today, 

The same sources said German 
bombers were over Dover and Can- 
terbury during the night and also 
attacked military targets on the 
British south coast. 

The ministries of air and home 
security, however, dismissed Ger- 
man aerial operations with a terse 
“nothing to report.”

Stalin Calls Upon Allies 
To ‘Falfill Obligations” 


Envoys Seek 
Explanation of 
Stalin Letter

“Moscow, Oct. 5.—The British 
and United States ambassadors 
today discussed informally the 
Stalin letter which called upon 
Russia’s allies to fulfill their obli- 
gations fully and on time, and 
they are expected to seek an 


explanation of some of its 
phrases. 
The main issue appears to be 


whether the creation of a second 
front in Europe in 1942, which is 
generally held by Russians to be an 
Allied obligation, should be so con- 
sider@d by the governments 
volved. 

The two ambassadors, Sir Archi- 
bald Clark-Kerr and Admiral Wil- 
liam H. Standley, met at luncheon 
at the U.S. embassy. 


In diplomatic quarters the letter | 


was considered to be an important 
development bringing into the 
open apparent differences in the 
view of the Allied capitals. 


Premier Stalin yesterday de- 
clared that Allied aid to Soviet 
Russia had “so far been little ef- 
fective” in compariscn with Rus-| 


sia’s own aid to the western Allies, | 


and that Russia regards the estab- 
lishment of a second front as a 
matter of first bby importance.

Bomber Survives Uncontrolled Dive to Reach Base 


LONDON, Oct.5— (CP) —A 
giant Halifax bomber piloted 
by a young Canadian was brought 
back to Britain safely after havy- 
ing been sent into an uncontrol- 
led dive from 12,000 feet over 
Germany it was learned today. 

PO. J. H. M. MeIntosh of Lums- 
den, Sask., was at the controls when 
an atmospheric vortex created by 
the explosion of an anti-aircraft 
shell sucked the plane into the dive.

Public Clamor 
Only to Bring 
Soonid Front

contributed by America and Bri- 
tain.

“Has a fine library,” one of them 
fold me.

Once more 
let me emphasize that this is no 
criticism of Communism. In Russia, 
any one who criticizes the govern- 
ment is an enemy of the State. 
Harsh as Stalin's methods are, he 
has a complete answer, ‘a complete 
justification for the ruthless qued- 
ling of opposition. Today, there is 
not one Fifth Columnist, not one 
Quisling at liberty in Soviet Russia. 

The Germans tried desperately 

to set up local tribunals with 

local citizens as nominal heads 
of the tribunals when they cap- 
tured cities like Odessa, Kiev and 
the others which fell to them dur- 
ing the successful march through 
the south, last autumn.

That so many 
were honored officially is proof that our 
men at Dieppe worthily kept the tradition 
set by the Canadian Corps a quarter of a 
century ago.

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Chaos Averted 


President Roosevelt and former Vice- 
president Garner agreed the other day 
that the people of the United States were 
“jittery” over the possibility that they 
might be caught in the whirlwind of in- 
flation. They had cause to be, as Cana- 
dians had cause to fear the upsetting of 
conditions here which must follow if the 
economic disturbance were allowed to get 
going just across the border. 


There will be deep satisfaction in the 
Dominion, as well as in the United States, 
that control measures are being applied 
to ward off the danger. In proportion as 
these are successful they will ease the 
pressure on the price ceiling in Canada 
and assure stability here. As the basis is 
to be the price-wage level at Sept. 15th, 
some adjustment may be necessary too 
bring our controls into conformity. 

But the important thing is that econ- 
omic conditions in the Republic are not to 
be allowed to develop the vicious spiral 
which the people of both countries have 
cause to remember as one of the hind- 
rances and hardship-provokers of the 
former great war; conditions which must 
have caused a corresponding reaction in 
the Dominion. 

With prices and wages frozen in bal- 
ance on both sides of the line, chaos on the 
home front has been averted.

Figures Tell the Tale 


Last week’s operations brought the 
score of Japanese warships and transports 
sunk or damaged by United States forces 
up to 380. On Friday the countries had 
been at war 300 days. ‘The total of ship 
casualties sustained by the enemy is thus 
far above an average of a ship a day. The 
average is about 4 ships in 3 days. 

While the sinkings have not been all 
on one side, United States losses do not 
compare with these figures. Tokyo will 
view the record with even less satisfaction 
—perhaps with some apprehension—be- 
cause the United States was unprepared 
for war while nothing had been overlooked 
in making the Japanese sea and air forces 
supposedly invincible. 

The ratio during the next ten months 
they must expect to be still more heavily 
against them, if Tojo and his associates 
have recovered sufficiently from their il- 
lusions to pay attention to the cold reality 
that their scantily-armed opponent is 
rapidly overcoming the armament handi- 
cap.

_ If they do as well during the remain- 
ing months as they did in the first eight 
months of the year, Edmonton’s utility 
enterprises will pay over to the treasury 
taxes and profits equivalent to 18 mills on 
the assessed value of property. Which is 
another way of saying that if the utilities 
earned nothing beyond their running ex- 
penses the taxrate would have to be 5914 
mills instead of 41's as at present. 

This contribution from the 
systems is not of course found money, to 
the city or to the citizens. It is the pro- 
ceeds of indirect taxation, levied through 
the charges for light, water, telephone 
Service and street railway tickets. These 
charges would be less if the utilities paid 
nothing toward the cost of police and fire 
protection and other general civic ex- 
penditures, 

The practice of collecting more for 
these services than the actual cost of sup- 
plying them used to be a bone of lively 
contention at election time. It was held 
that this was a concealed way of taxing 
the tenant for the benefit of the property- 
owner, What was overlooked in this argu- 
ment was that the property-owner pays 
exactly the same rates for the services as 
the tenant pays. 

Collecting surplus profits through the 
utilities to help pay the cost of running 
the elty has long since become an accepted

part of the taxation system. So long as 
the rates compare favorably with those 
charged elsewhere there is little likelihood 
now of a serious demand that the practice 
be departed from. And the rates do com- 
pare favorably with, those charged in 
cities similarly situated. 

Street railway fares are in fact lower 
in Edmonton than anywhere else in Can 
ada, and during the first eight months of 
the year the street railway cut its deficit 
from $45,000 a year ago to $26,000, Grow- 
ing traffic made the difference.

The point to be 
noted about this 
struggle for Stal- Harold L. Weir 
ingrad is the very significant one} 
that the German blood and effort 
expended on the capture of this 
city is out of all proportion to its | 


} strategical importance. 


It is, of course, important from 
Hitler's viewpoint, to inflict as 
damaging a blow as possible on the 
Russian forces and on Russian mor- 
ale so as to minimize the threat 
from the rear when, sooner or lat- 
er, the German armies must turn 
to face the invading forces of Bri- 
fain and the United States. 

But the clear fact that the Ger- 
main losses have been much heav- 
ier than the Russian losses, in this 
40-day engagement, would seem to} 
invalidate this argument as the 
chief reason for Hitler's persist- 
ence. 


Need For Victory 


It seems to me that the stubborn 
desperation with which Hitler has 
pursued his purpose of taking Stal- 
ingrad can be explained, fully, in 
only one way. And that is that de- 
clining German morale, military 
and civilian, makes it frantically 


necessary for the Nazis to win a} 


major battle. 

As I have pointed out so many 
times before, Hitler's greatest as- 
set, from the very day in which he 
launched his gigantic war machine 
against 
the Netherlands, has been his con- 
tinuing momentum of victory. 


“Nothing succeeds like success,” 
says the old proverb. And this is 
essential true of military affairs. | 


Marching Inexorably across Eu- 
rope, Hitler acquired a legend of 
invincibility. There was a supersti- 
tious notion, in the minds of his 
armies and his enemies, that he 
could not lose, This, as I say, was 
by far his greatest asset in the con- 
quest of Europe. 

As the time draws near for his 
great contest with the armies of |

One of the most common mis-

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Your Baby and Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


We hear less often these days 
of the baby whose formula is too 
weak and his diet of solid foods 
too scanty. The trend is all to- 


ward fewer feedings, larger form- 
ulas and an early inclusion of 
solids. But here is a baby who 
gets a diet far from adequate for 
his age and weight. 

Mrs. C.W.B. writes, “My baby is 


62 months old and weighs 18'» 
pounds. He spits up after every 
| feeding and has done this since 


| birth. Lately it smells so sour. 


“The doctor doesn’t seem to say 
much about this as the baby looks 
so healthy. I am wondering if my! 
schedule is correct. | 

“He gets a daily formula of 10 
ounces of evaporated milk, 20 of 
water and 5 tablespoons of sugar. | 
Sometimes, he sleeps right through

| NOT ENOUGH FooD 


He doesn’t get enough food with 
or without that feeding.

baby. It amazes me that he has 
gained so well considering the 
vomiting and the meagre diet. Are 
your scales accurate and is he be- 
ing weighed in the nude? 


THE RIGHT DIET 


Here are the more usual amounts 
for a baby of his age and weight. 
Thirteen and one-half to 16 ounces 
of evaporated milk, 4 to 5 table- 
spoons of sugar and boiled water 
to make 32 ounces in all. This to

DEMOCRATIC country is one 

where -the people are always 
looking for improvement. They 
expect that next year will be bet- 
ter than this. That is what is 
meant by the joyous phrase: “the 
pursuit of happiness.” Happiness, 
to us, is a legitimate ambition and 
a reasonable hope. 

We must admit that the pursuit 
of happiness has often been de 
based into the acquisition of crea- 
ture comforts for ourselves—softer 
beds, brighter lighting, new chintz, 
pyrex dishes, and freedom from 
routine duties. This materialism 
and love of ease, in democratic 
countries, has deceived the Nazis. 
causing them to believe that we 
were softened by our comforts and 
incapable of sustained effort. But 
any hope that they may have en- 
tertained that we would fall to 
pieces at the first touch of hard- 
ship must have been dispelled long 
ago, for which we have to thank the 
people of Britain. 


LAG IN THINKING 

But we in Canada, removed from 
actual participation in the war, 
suffer from a lag in our thinking 
sometimes, and if we are quite hen- 
est we will confess that there are 
times when we all eat of the en- 
chanted lotus fruit, and under its 
influence, siren voices whisper in 
our ears that there is nothing we 
can do, so we might as well take 
our ease:

The democratic ideal stirs our 
souls to something better than bo- 
vine contentment. We all have 
high spots in our lives—something 
which poets call “moments of il- 
lumination.” 


GO DOWN IN HISTORY 
Nineteen-year-old John McGee, 
ot the R.C.A.F., had a “moment ot 
illumination” when he wrote the 
lines which will probably go down 
in history as the greatest piece of 
literature that has come out of the 
war. Nineteen years is a short life, 
even as mortals measure time, but 
this boy did us all a gallant ser 
vice in his brief bright hour, He

“A Moment of [llumination” 


By Nellie McClung 


his much-quoted sonnet, written 
30,000 feet in the air. 

Yesterday in our little church at 
the foot of Mount Tolmie we sang 
for the closing hymn at the morn- 
ing service, that well-known one by 
John Addington Symons. It is not 
a particularly poetic hymn, but it 
gave me a vision of a new heaven 
and a new earth. In it the writer 
tells of the “loftier race” which will 
come some glad day when men 
have learned the arts of peace: 


“They shall be gentle, brave and 
strong 
To spill no drop of blood, but 
dare 
All that may plant man’s lordship 
firm 
On earth and fire, and sea and 
| air.” 


Man's lordship now is in dispute, 
and so clever men are busy devis- 
ing means of destruction. How 
will peace ever come, we often 
wonder, as we see how men and 
women too are being trained for 
the systematic destruction of their 
fellow men. 


OLD AS SIN 


However, let us remember this to 
our everlasting comfort. There is 
a profound and deep-rooted aver- 
} sion to war, so deep and wide- 
spread that it will take the clear 
perspective of history to explain 
how this war came about, against 
| the wishes of perhaps 90 per cent. 
of all the people in the world, But 
unfortunately there are still people 
who believe that war is good busi- 
ness, and the easiest way to gain 
riches and treasure. That is a very 
old belief, as old as sin. 

That war does not pay is the les- 
json which the Nazis and their as- 
sociates must be taught, and it 
seems there is only one way. to 
make the lesson clear—a black and 
bitter way, and it may be that even 
now some of them are beginning to 
See that territory may be a grave 
menace when it contains outraged 
and vengeful people; that stealing 
food and cattle, taking prisoners 
and laying waste the villages of the 
conquered people, does not pro- 
duce obedience and co-operation. 
This is a hard lesson for the Nazis 
to learn, for it is a reversal of their 
national pattern, which is drawn on 
the belief that a nation is rejuven- 
ated by barbarism and that war is 
the normal state of the strong. 
Goering once told Neville Hender- 
son that the British people would 
have to become “brutalized” if they 
wished to survive. 

INGENUITY OF MAN 


The “moment of illumination” 
which came*to me from the old 
hymn took the form of a great up- 
surge of confidence, when I thought 
of what the ingenuity of man could 
make of this world if we were re- 
leased from the nightmare of war 
We know now that we did not need 
to have thousands of unemployed 
men roaming the streets; we did 
not need to have people living in 
slums; it was not necessary that 
anyone should do without hospital 
care 
~the war has proven that. Plenty 
of money to put on great national 
programs—money for industrial and

Sir Wilfred Grenfell got his “mo- 
ment of illumination” one rainy 
night in Whitehall, when he heard 
an evangelist ring out a challenge: 
“God wants men who will devote 
themselves to the neediest of His 
people,” and as a result of this, 
young Dr. Grenfell went to Labra- 
dor with his ship, “The Glad Tid- 
ings,” bringing salvation and hope 
and a new spirit of co-operation 
which changed the lives of the 
people there from hopeless poverty 
to a self-respecting way of life. 
He gave them food for body and 
soul. He showed them how to help 
each other..

THE NEW DAY 

We are not all called to great 
achievements like these men, but 
we all have a place in bringing in 
the new day. This war has done 
much to glorify the little people. 
Books are written about them; 
songs dedicated’ to them; this un- 
recorded host of people who make 
a country great by their common 
everyday honesty and faithfulness, 
The great new world of abundance 
which will open up before us can 
only come to a fult blossoming in 
the realization that all men are 
brothers, That is the only sure 
foundation on which we can raise 
such a superstructure. 
matter much by what name we call 
it, we are disposed to stumble over 
words and attack too much import- 
ance to them:
